ANOTHER GREAT WEDDING. 


Fortunes of Millions Joined in New York 


Today But no Ceremony. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


NEW YOEK, Nov. 26.—Miss Edith 


Rockefeller, youngest daughter of John 
D. Rockefeller, the multi-millionaire, was 
married at noon today in Buckingham 
hotel to Harold F. McCormick, son of 
Cyrus McCormick, the "reaper king" of 
Chicago. 


In point of brilliancy the wedding had 


given promise of being one of the most 
notable of the season. The marriage was 
to have been solemnized in the Fifth 
Avenue Baptist church. The beautiful 
interior of the edifice had been trans- 
formed into a tropical garden. All other 
preparations were on a magnificent scale 
and a grand ceremony was promised, but 
Mr. McCormick found himself confined to 
his roiim on bis wedding day, ill with an 
attack of pleurisy wbicn threatened pneu- 
monia, and all the gorgeous arrangements 
went for naught. 


Over a thousand invitations had been 


issued for the church and from Chicago, 
Cleveland, Buffalo, Baltimore, and other 
cities hundreds of friends had come to 
witness the ceremony, only to bo dieap- 
pointed. 


Financially speaking, today's wedding 


had more signi&cience than either the 
Marlborough-Vanderbilt or Page-Whit- 
ney ceremonies, for beside the union of 
young hearts, the ceremony was the 
means of linking together two great for- 
tunes. Miss Rockfeller is said to be the 
heiress to more millions than any other 
young woman in the world, while Mr. 
McCormick also inherits an immense for- 
tune. 


THEATRE EXPLOSION. 


The New Olympia in New York Has a 


Bad Accident Today.

NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—This forenoon a 


boiler in Hammerstein's new Olympia 
theatre at Broadway and Forty-fifth 
street exploded. Fred Weins, electrician, 
twenty-five years old was killed. Andrew 
Huggins, thirty years old, was fatally in- 
jured. Several other men were badly 
scalded. James Hayes, a fireman, while 
returning to his quarters fell from the en- 
gine and was severely hurt.

When the ex- 
plosion shattered this elbow the entire 
pioo 'ell with a crash, allowing the steaoj 
U rush out in volumes, blinding those 
who were in tho room at the time.

pressive Ceremonies.

The dedication of the new Father 


Mathew building occurred last night and 
was one of the events of Blackinton's his- 
tory. The exercises took place in the 
main hall of the building evary seat of 
which was taken though- it can accom- 
modate over 350 people., when the seating 
capacity of the nea,t little gallery is 
taken into account. The hall is as pretty 
a one as one could find. Its wood work is 
polished pine and Its settees are finished 
in the natural wood and match it well. 
The stage, which is of good size and has a 
neat proscenium, has a very nice drop 
curtain, with a few advertisements on it 
to be sure but with a very pretty marine 
view in its centre. The hull is lighted by 
gas from one large candelabra in the cen- 
tre and some brackets from the side walls, 
and looked brilliant. 
Among the au- 


dience were a good number from North 
Adams and Williamstown; 


Rev. Fr. O'Sullivan of WilliamBtown 


presided at the exercises- They began by 
"Overture LeClair" by -Prof. M. D. Le- 
Clair of North Adams on the piano. Then 
Miss Grace Davies sang Ben Bolt, accom- 
panied by he r sister, Miss Mamie Davies. 
Miss Davies sang the song most sweetly 
and with more than usual tenderness of 
expression. Father O'S'ullivan then con- 
gratulated the Blackinton society on the 
very pretty hall. 
It is certainly very 


creditable to them, he said, and speaks for 
the courage and zeal that was necessary 
to bring the project to that pitch. We 
are all interested in the movement. Tem- 
perance is a noble Virtue, a moral virtue 
and is necessary tor all. -It should enter 
into every walk of life. It is a proper and 
moderate use of God's gifts to man. A 
person may be intemperate in many ways, 
in appetite, in dress in the pursuit of 
wealth. In these the virtue of intemper- 
ance is often infringed upon. Bnt we say 
a man is intemperate -when be uses to 
excess alcoholic poison. 
We all know 


the misery that brings; what destruction 
it has brought to the individual and what 
disgrace to society. 
So every one in 


society should be interested. The Father 
Mathew society goes further than being 
temperate it is a to^al abstinence society 


Rev. Charles E. Burke of North Adams 


expressed what pleasure it gave him to 
be amongst Blackinton people that night. 
He remembered when 'he first took charge 
of St. Francis parish that Blackinton was 
then a mission. He remembered the poor 
little hall in which he said mass and he 
could not help contrasting' the difference 
in his surroundings...-Here is- everything 
that could cheer the heart, brighten the 
mind and enable the soul. 
He always 


loved to come and speak to the people of 
Blackinton. He always found them do- 
cile and dutiful .in everything that re- 
lated to the welfare of the church. Cer- 
tainly tonight there was to be seen a man- 
ifestation of their zeal in the glorious and 
noble cause df temperance. 
He might 


tell, he said, of the ravages caused by the 
monster intemperance he has seen in his 
career, but he would leave that to others. 
He closed by wishing the society God 
speed and hoped success would crown all 
its undertakings. 


Thomas Crofts of North Adams sang 


"Say 
Darling Will You Be Mine," Prof.

Bev. B. S. Conaty of Springfield cathe- 


dral was then introduced and was warmly 
greeted. A great writer, he said, has said 
"all the world's akin." The thought in 
his mind when coming was that he was to 
meet strangers, but the first strain he 
heard was thattender little ballad, "Ben 
Bolt," and it took him back thirty yeara 
to his mother's side when she sang it to 
her children. It brought up ail family 
ties and made him feel "all the world's a 
kin." That mother took him to a Be* 
demptoris father and had him raise his 
hand and pledge himself to never touch 
drink. Oh, that Christian angel, mother. 
If that thought of mother comes to me, 
he continued, it brings into my life the 
sweetest memories and makes me say if 
I had but one prayer to offer to heaven it 
would be that all mothers take their child- 
ren before the altar and have them pledge 
themselves to temperance. That would 
mean a noble manhood. He would rather 
speak of the principle that has given rise 
to the building than of the building itself. 
Materials need principle to put them into 
activity. The principle that erected that 
building was true Christian heroism,which 
gives to God the greatest glory, to man 
the greatest emblement and to us all justi- 
fiable pride. Heroism always calls forth 
our greatest praise. I? is not necessary to 
go to the battle field and behold the 
soldier brave risk his life for his country's 
sake, to find true heroism. There is a 
heroism in every life, not to call forth the 
plaudits of our fellow man but 
the 


blesoing of God. 


Temperance is good, said Cardinal 


Manning, but total abstinence is better 
To temperance we are all bound. We 
may save our souls by temperance, 
but we practice total abstinence for many 
things—that we may the better serve Qod, 
the better serve our country and protect 
our own frail human nature. There is un- 
derlying all this the spirit of self denial, 
unless we take up self denial we cannot 
take up the cross of Christ. If we do not 
take up the cross of Christ we cannot 
mount the hill of Calvary. And if we do 
not mount the hill of Calvary we cannot 
reach eternal blessedness. 
We cannot 


save our soul by being only temperate. 
We must have the other moral virtues. If 
we lay Christ as onr corner stone we must 
build upon it all that is taught us by Christ 
himself. 


Within the heart of man there is un- 


separable linked love of God and love of 
fellowman. What would wo think of the 
man who would say in the selfishness of 
his heart'I have only my individual coarse 
to run and I care not what influence it 
may have on those around mo.' We 
would say that is a foolish man. God did 
not make us solitaries. He put us in the 
family circle in society. If we are social 
beings we have an obligation to each 
other to give the best example, our hearts 


are capable of and God will hold na re- 
sponsible. That does not mean we shall 
bo a stumbling block to our fellow man, 
bat that we be a stepping stone to him. 
Are we to say that we are to pass an erring 
brother? If we do the day of judgment 
will show the falseness of that philosophy 
of life. 


What of the communities that stand 


side to side. We sweetly call them our 
country. Our heart expands at the name 
of country. 
We owe a duty to that 


country. We all feel that we would like 
to drop a tear over the bier of that noble 
man who wrote "America." Would we 
serve our country ? Would we uphold the 
flag? It is emblematic of all we can give 
for our country. The red, my blood I 
would pour out for it; the white, the pure 
life, the purr American life; the blue, 
the temperance badge. We owe it to our 
country to give all this for it. It is our 
duty to give all our energies to our 
country as it is to give our love to God. 
In closing Father Conaty spoke of the 
woman richly dressed and bejeweled who 
roamed Ireland unmolested in Brian 
Boru's time and inspired Moore's sweet 
poem, "Rich and Bare Were the Gems 
She Wore." 
After dwelling on the 


nobility of tho race that allowed beauty 
with golden store to wander unharmed he 
likened Columbia to that woman and said 
the sons of Rome would never offer her 
harm.

The 
cheap novel printed to catch the vulgar 
public and to gratify the taste of the 
prurient mind, has been a very large 
factor. The drama, lurid, immodest and 
undressed, is responsible to an inordinate 
extent. And head and shoulders above 
all, in its far-reaching circulation and in- 
fluence, is the society novel, published by 
reputable houses, built upon the seductive 
linos of French literature, the mo«t insid- 
ious poison that can fall into t he hands of 
the young«nd the most, disastrous to the 
morals of the youu;; und old, muloand 
female. 


Among these novels we do not hesitate 


to class such morbid and umi.-itnral liter- 
ary productions as Trilby and Manxman. 
Their influence is nothing but. bad, if not 
directly, yet by inference. These books 
and their like are the greater evil because 
they are of that literary finish and au- 
thorship that passes them into the bands 
of those who would be ashamed to read 
the same sentiments garnished by any 
leMerone than some acknowledged liter- 
dry light. 


To quote one of the groat daily papers, 


whose reputation for cleanliness is above 
reproach, we have this view expressed : 


"The.whole tendency ofmodern writers 
and authors seeius to be directed toward 
exciting latent ideas in the young and 
passions in the old, to teach people how 
to become wicked and to conceal detec- 
tion—for such is the moral, HO called, to 
be deduced from the modern society novel 
and the modern society drama. Literary 
writers appear to be governed by the de- 
termination to tmrpans in clover wicked- 
ness and immorality everything that' has 
gone before them; the daily press strive 
to present each succeeding degrading di- 
vorce case in brighter and more alluring 
lines; the sensational preacher selects for 
utterances on bin social purity sermons 
•words that are unmistakeable in their 
meaning, in fact the whole world seems 
to be running awa> on this subject. Men 
of public character, whose sense of public 
responsibility it would seem shonld be 
directed to protect the young, to suppress 
•very fact or detail that would suggest 
anything of an improper nature, have 
apparently lost their heads." 


No more earnest question can challenge 


the attention of our real reformers today 
than that of staying this flood of irumor- 
•HtT and immoral suggestion coming 
from the press and the stage and even 
from the pulpit.

Upon Armenians. 


BOSTON, Nov. 2G.—The following lottcr 


has Ixsen received in this city fronj a re- 
liable correspondent in Constantinople: 


Tbo Turku have induced some of th«r 


subsidized Kuropenn papers to speak ol 
tlieso crimes as Armenian outbreaks,.etc. 
But tho ambassadors have fuJUryports, 
•which they ought to publish, fliat'rotate 
all this, and show conclusively that the 
sultan, within » day or two after he 
sinned the refown scheme, ordered the 
Armenians to bo massacred in order that 
there should be no question of an Ar- 
menian majority in any of tho provinces. 
Tho ponplo Hew upon the spoil, and ao did 
not execute the sultan's wish to the full. 
But tho loss of life has been awful. More- 
over, there seems no way of preventing 
more of the sort. 


It i* the moat awful crime of the cen- 


tury, because it is so persistently falsified 
by its author*. 
Everywhere the story is 


the same; a deliberate preparation, and 
then a story sent to Europe that the Ar- 
menians attacked the inoffensive Turks 
and were reduced to order after a few had 
been killed. 


Worse times are in store for us. Europe 


Is divided ID counsel, and the Turks find- 
ing that nothing IB dona lor this crime, 
will fro on to extremities. 


The highest Moslem court has declared 


that the sultan cannot lawfully bo re- 
strained in the exercise of his will, since 
he is the representative of God for the 
whole world.

TRUE STORIES SUPPRESSED.

Daily News from Constantinople, giving 
a general resume* of the situation, declares 
that the recent massacres put the earlier 
outrages of Sassoun and Moosh entirely in 
the background. 


If either England, France or Russia

BOSTON, Nov. S6..—The report of the 


"committee on the cultivation of vacant 
lots," which have l)een at work for the 
past year under the direction of the In- 
dustrial Aid society, has made its appear- 
ance. It is extremely interesting from an 
economic standpoint, and reveals such n 
commendable degree of success resulting 
from the undertaking as to establish the 
possibility ot this method ot utilizing 
vacant land areas in the city for the benefit 
of the "dependent" class. 


The committee found conditions in Bos- 


ton very different from those in Detroit. 
The lots placed nt their disposal were 
found to bo small and widely scatteied. 
It was found advisable to hire a tract of 
land that conld be cultivated as one farm. 
A farm of 60 acres between Franklin park 
and Forest Hills cemetery was hired for 
J1SO, and the services ot a practical farmer 
were obtained at a salary of $50 a month 
to oversee the work. 


Fifty-two applicants put in an appear- 


ance at the farm, and about one-third of 
an core was given to each. 
Potatoes, 


beans, corn, turnips and cabbages were 
tho vegetables principally planted. Sev- 
oral women were among the workers, and 
in most cases the lots were well cnrcd for. 


Every applicant was pleased with tho re- 


sult of his work, and they realized j» 
larger profit from tho harvest than they 
had anticipated. There Was no trouble 
from trespassers, and 


Ko Jralotuy Among the Holders 


because one wiis gl ven a better lot than 
another. There was the most kindly feel- 
ing on tho part of the workers, and an in- 
clination to assist one another. 


Following is the general summary of 


the committee: In summing up the re- 
sults of the undertaking, we think it has 
clearly dem onjstral ed the fact that there 
arc poor people in Boston (and doubtless 
a very much larger number would avail 
themselves of the opportunity another 
year) who would gladly use their unem- 
ployed time in raising potatoes and other 
vegetables. 


It has shown the in what a little labor in 


their own behalf can do; that the value of 
what they have raised is more than they 
have been accustomed to receive yearly in 
charity, and that by thoir work they can 
maintain thoir soff-respeet. 
This is an 


important object lesson to those who are 
in need, out of work, or faint-hearted. 


It has also shown how much can bo 


raised on a small piece of ground; has 
created a desire for farming on a larger 
scale, and may be the means of inducing 
gome of the unemployed to go to farms in 
the country. 
A few days' work with 


large returns is a practical point gained 
for all, helper as well as helped.

Cuba's Greatest Battle. 


NBW YORK, Nov. 26.—A Cuban messen- 


ger, who arrived at the Cuban junta yes- 
terday direct from the scat of the revolu- 
tion, reported that on Nov. 19 a severe bat- 
tle took place. The news has been with- 
held from newspapers. 
The battle oc- 


curred at Taguasuo. Tho Spanish forces 
consisted of 10,1103 men, while the Cubans 
had but about 4000 For .(6 hours, tho oppos- 
ing forces fought, but tho Spaniards were 
unable to drive tht) Cubans back. Finally, 
General Autonlii Macao of the Cuban 
army arrived with a force of 3500 men. 
With the aid of this re-enforcement the 
Spaniards \\ate quickly routed Gencfal 
Aldive is re-ported to have boen killed in 
the b.it.tle. and tho total number of killed 
and wounded is placed at 600. General 
Goinoz secured 700 rifles and a largo 
amount of ammunition

to be the heaviest battle of the revolution.

GOI.DSBORO, N. C., Nov. 86.—Jesse W. 


Bunn, » notorious white man, widely 
known and feared throughout the county, 
was convicted of a criminal offense of an 
Incestuous nature and sentenced to 12 
months' imprisonment.

Many Killed by Explosion., 


BARCELONA, Nov. 26.—A terrible acci- 


dent occurred yesterday at Palrna, cap- 
ital of tho island of Majorca, 130 miles 
south of this city. Eighty persons, most 
of whom wore women, were employed in 
emptying old cartridges outside the walls 
of the town, when one of the cartridges 
exploded in some unknown manner. 
There was a large quantity of powder that 
had been taken out of the cartridges lying 
about over a large area, and this was 
ignited by tho discharge of the cartridfre. 
A tremendous explosion followed. 
The 


bodies of 17 dead have been, found, but it 
is feared that many more were killed. 
Forty persons were seriously wounded 
and some of them will die.
